Community gets involved at FCI

We were visitors in a prison, somewhat apprehensive as we climbed the 
concrete stairs, past the cells, past the little groups of inmates who 
returned our questioning looks. 
I thought then that we were more apprehensive about them than they 
were about us. I might even say we were a little feartul. 
At the top of the building a grilled door opened for us and we found 
ourselves in a large gam e room. Ahead of us were our hosts: The Federal 
Correctional Institution Chess Team. 
Once the ice was broken and we were deep in the midst of our individual 
games, the tension disappeared It could have been a scene from any one ot 
a hundred chess clubs 
It was the departure however that lett the most indelible impression on 
us. Members ot the inmate team lined up, and one by one shook our hands. 
Then they moved among us, shaking our hands again, and asking it we 
planned to come back again, and it so, would it be next week, and did we 
want more coffee before we left 
That was almost two years ago. Today quite a number of community 
clubs and organizations visit the FCI on a fairly regular basis, in a program 
headed by Gene Forbes, the institution s first group activity coordinator. 
The chess club wasn't the first to visit the FCI - by about 10 years or 
more it wasn't — but it was one ol those groups thai visited before the 
accelerated program that was initiated about 18 months ago. 
It is not unusual to see groups ot Jaycees trouping up the grey stone steps 
to the FCI front door. On another day or evening it could be m em bers ot 
1 oastm aster International, the bridge club, auto club, or some religious 
organization 
M embers ot the Gavel Club have been visiting the inmates for about 12 
years, or just a lew years longer than Alcoholics Anonymous. 
In more recent times student groups from the University of California at 
Santa Barbara have been visiting the prison to conduct various program s 


Airmen from Vandenberg Air Force Base have an important role under the 
F ederal Outreach program FNen the local high schools have been involved 
But even more important from F'orbes point ot view are visitors trom the 
Santa Ynez Indian Reservation, tor example, and representatives of 
Mexican-American groups; and on a par with that, mem bers of various 
Atro-Ameriean groups. 
It's Forbes goal to form a prison inmate group tor each racial or social 
entity for which there are identitiable representatives in the inmate 
population. He hasn't succeeded thus tar tor the few Hawaiians who have 
been assigned to the prison 
At the m om ent." Forbes said, "we haven t 
been able to find a Hawaiian group near enough to m ake visits possible, but 
we keep trying." 
The total program fits in with Warden Frank Kenton's emphasis on the 
growing role of the surrounding community in the rehabilitation effort of 
the prison. In his view, the prison has tailed if the community m the end 
rejects the parollee 
One ot the most important programs capable ot bridging the gaps 
between the individual inmate and the outside world is education Lompoc 
Adult School has provided an increasingly sophisticated curriculum to mesh 
with the prison educational system The FCI end ot the program is headed 
by Charles Young, whose educational budget in turn finances Forbe's group 
activity program. 
1'he interrelationship ot the various departm ents is a microcosm of what 
Kenton would like to see between the community and the prison 
When you know that groups and organizations have been quietly doing 
that even before all the formal publicity, you have to think it's natural for 
the community to open its collective heart and hand to the inmate. Links 
with the community, born in prison give exciting promise for new success in 
rehabilitation 
In many cases,* 
Forbes said. "The chance an inmate has to be an 
official of a prison club, may be the t irst time he has had the chance to feel 
some importance in the world '

Popcorn 


A Fine Snack 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Our 
family often substitutes 
popcorn for a meal, especial­ 
ly instead of Sunday supper 
and sometimes during the 
week, too. 
For three adults, we use 
one generous cup of 
un­ 
popped corn, prepared by 
popping in three tablespoons 
of 
shortening 
(which 
is 
marked “ high in polyunsat­ 
urates” ). This, when pre­ 
pared, 
yields 
about 
two 
quarts per person. No butter 
is added as the oil and salt 
used in popping give it a suf­ 
ficiently good flavor. 
Your comment, good or 
bad, on this practice, would 
be appreciated. 


Dear Reader — Thumbs 
up for popcorn, if you are 
careful what you pop it in 
and what you put on it. About 
11 per cent of the calories 
in plain popcorn are from 
vegetable fat and over half 
of these are the polyunsat­ 
urated type. It is, then, a 
very low-fat food and what 
fat it contains is probably 
beneficial, since the usual 
American diet contains lim­ 
ited amounts of polyunsatu­ 
rated fat. 
I would recommend pop­ 
ping it in a small amount of 
cooking oik Of these, saf- 
flower oil contains the least 
amount of saturated fat and 
the largest percentage of 
polyunsaturated fat. Corn oil 
is about second on the list. 
Then leave it plain, seasoned 
with salt. 
This makes a far better 


snack than most items. For 
calorie control or fat intake 
control, it is far superior to 
potato chips, crackers im­ 
pregnated with cheese or fat 
or similar snack items. For 
calorie restriction, it is su­ 
perior to any nuts used as 
snacks. The vegetable oil of 
cereals, like popcorn, are an 
important source of Vitamin 
E. So thumbs up for popcorn 
and let’s hope it replaces a 
lot of other goodies that are 
not so good for the health.

Jam es 
Mills. 12 Continental Dr.. 
uses the 
natural designs 
that he finds in wood and 
stone 
to 
create 
organic 
wood sculptures. 
A carpenter by trade until 
he had a heart attack. Jim 
has liked to work with wood 
ever 
since 
he 
was 
old 
enough to hold a ham m er 
and saw. When he became 
disabled, he says that he had 
to tind something to occupy 
his mind, to keep him busy. 
Hock collecting kept him 
going tor a while. He could 
walk along the beach, take 
his time and pickup stones 
that 
he 
thought 
w ere 
i n t e r e s t i n g . 
But 
j u s t 
stockpiling 
stones 
wasn't 
quite what he had in mind 
One day. he went for a 
ride in the country. He got 
out of his car and as he 
walked he started noticing 
interesting pieces of wood 
Odd shapes caught his eye 
and he began picking them 
up 
Alter this happened a tew 
times, he figured that he 
had to do something with 
the pieces of wood or they 
would end up just like his 
rock collection, taking up 
space 


He looked at some of the 
pieces one day and thought 
that they could be made into 
some unique designs. 
He 
went to work 
With 
an 
electric 
wire 
brush, he cleaned off the 
bark and loose fragments of 
wood that were clinging to 
the branch. After it was 
fairly smooth, he took a 
knife and dug at the hard to 
reach places, getting every 
last 
crum b 
out 
of 
the 
crevices. 
Jim says that you just 
have to have an imagination 
and let it go to work. If he 
sees a bird in the piece of 
wood then he works it so 
that the shape enhances this 
idea 
When the piece of wood is 
exactly the way that he 
wants it, he makes a stand 
or base tor it out ol oak The 
oak log has to be cut with a 
hand-saw 
because ot 
the 
knots and irregular shape. 
I he blades on a regular 
power saw break under the 
strain ol cutting through 
such hard wood 
The sculpted branch is 
then aftixed to the base. An 
emery wheel grinds all the 
edges smooth Linseed oil is 
then brushed on to bring out 
the grain patterns and the 
whole thing is set in the sun 
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to dry. For the last step. 
Jim uses a heavy cloth to 
wipe ott the excess oil. 


The enjoyment that Jim 
gets is derived trom the tact 
that he is curious to see 
what the final product will 
be 
He feels that m other 
nature does some wonderful 
things and all he does is 
refine her art and create a 
way for it to be displayed. 


Jim prefers the wood ot 
the manzamta tor his work 
because the shapes are so 
odd. He finds branches that 
are gnarled and knotted, 
and some that are smoothly 
sculpted 
a lre ad y . 
The 
combination ot smooth and 
rough on one piece also 
makes 
some 
interesting 
designs. A few ot his sculpts 
have been made of lightly 
colored elderberry' wood 


This explanation of the 
process 
that 
Jim 
uses 
makes it sound as it it were 
a snap, but he says it's hard 
work. The challenge is just 
what he likes. He is an 
out d o o r 
m a n 
who 
is 
constantly amazed by the 
wonders ot nature and gets 
pleasure 
trom 
reworking 
the things that she creates.

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LEONARDO 
DA VINCI S 
GENIUS

Leonardo da Vinci was a man out of time and space. His 
inventive genius created machines and designs that were as 
far ahead of their accepted use as 500 years. 
Leonardo's notebooks, written in minute and left-handed 
mirror writing to prevent people from stealing his ideas, 
are crammed 
with such foresighted things as air 
conditioners, triple-tiered machine guns — one group of 
barrels could be fired while the second cooled and the third 
was being loaded — airplanes, designs for two-level 
highways for pedestrian and vehicular traffic, as well as 
that familiar roadside instrument, the jack. 
Among 
the 
ideas 
that 
came 
newly-minted 
from 
Leonardo's mind, his aeronautical studies rank among the 
most intriguing He devised a parachute — or tent of linen, 
as he called it — that is said to have been used successfully. 
His airplane was the result of his treatment of the problem 
of 
flight, 
and 
modern engineers say 
that 
it 
was 
theoretically sound. Da Vinci said that a “ bird is an 
instrument working according to mathematical law, which 
... is within the capacity of man to reproduce/' 
He foresaw the helicopter 
His aerial screw is the 
forerunner of the this aircraft and its design makes it the 
prototype of today's ship's propeller as well. 
Leonardo designed canals that are still in use in Italy 
today. From his study of fish forms, he created the spindle- 
shaped hull to replace the round-bottomed hull used in ships 
of his time. This gave the ship more balance and less 
friction against the water which meant increased safety 
and speed for mariners. 
He described the rings in trees in relation to their years 
of growth. He was the first scientific mapmaker, and he 
devised an instrument for measuring the radius of the earth 
which gave him a figure that was only a few miles off. 
At the Lompoc Public Library this month, there are 19 
models of Leonardo's inventions. They are part of an IBM 
touring exhibit which the Library has been trying to book 
for a year and a half. Explanatory panels accompany the 
models and present Leonardo s observations on music, 
architecture, philosophy, anatomy, botany, cosmotology, 
optics, astronomy, flight, sculpture, mathematics, city 
planning and perspective. 
For Leonardo, art and science were the same, and their 
purpose was to lead to truth, to an understanding of man 
and of his universe. It is appropriate to today's world that 
such an exhibit is available to give insights into problems 
that are felt to be only ours. Man has been working on them 
for a long time, and Leonardo lets us know to what extent

By now it comes as no 
surprise to be told the aver­ 
age home is a very hazard­ 
ous place, that you are like­ 
lier to have an accident at 
home than you are away 
from home. 
But in spite of this com­ 
mon knowledge we are like­ 
ly to pay more attention to 
hazardous 
road 
conditions 
and the safe working of our 
autos than we are about the 
dangerous conditions right 
around the house. 
The conditions to be cor­ 
rected are generally small 
and quite easy to take care 
of. Many of them require 
little more than applied com­ 
mon sense. 
Since falling is the most 
common cause of injury at 
home, do something to pre­ 
vent falls. Slippery surfaces 
underfoot, things that make 
you trip and paths not kept 
clear are all easily changed. 
Throw rugs have a way of 
flying out from under you 
when the floor is slippery. 
New rugs have rubber back­ 
ing on them but that’s only 
when they are new. Before 
the backing wears 
away, 
either treat the backs to pre­ 
vent slipping or put the rugs 
on skid-proof pads. 
Larger 
rugs 
should 
be 
fastened down. Rug edges 
that may be curling should 
be tacked in place. Repair 
torn spots in carpeting or re­ 
place 
Use a rubber mat in the 
bath tub to prevent slipping. 
If you can, install handrails 
so you have something to 
hang onto when you climb 
out of the tub. 
Keep 
paths 
clear. 
You 
should be able to walk from 
one doorway to another with­ 
out detouring around any­ 
thing. That’s especially im­ 
portant at night. 
Watch where you run elec­ 
tric cords. In order to avoid 
tripping over them, some 
people run cords under a 
rug. So instead of tripping, 
they walk over them enough 
to wear out the insulation 
and 
cause a fire hazard 
instead. 


Replace cords that show 
any 
sign 
of 
fraying 
or 
cracking. Don’t run cords 
through a doorway. The door 
closing against it will cause 
damage. 
Watch out how you handle 
appliances. Don’t probe a 
toaster with a metal object 
while it is still plugged in. 
Don’t attempt repairs or in­ 
ternal adjustments on any 
electrical item while it is 
connected. Use only heavy- 
duty extensions on large ap 
pliances. 


Watch out how you store 
things. Piles of newspaper! 
and magazines are a fire 
hazard. Don’t keep oily ragi 
in the house. If you must dc 
so, 
store them in 
closec 
metal containers.. 


Inflammable m a t e r i a l s 
should be kept in well-stop- 
percd metal containers and 
away from the house if pos­ 
sible. 
Wherever you have 
them should be a well-ven­ 
tilated area or a fire could 
start from spontaneous com­ 
bustion. 


Have a locked cabinet for 
poisonous i t e m s , notably 
cleaning solutions and sol­ 
vents, so that children can­ 
not get at them. Keep medi­ 
cines well out of their reach 
too, even those that seem 
harmless. Too much aspirin 
for a child is not harmless.
